This is Bud Seretean’s second year as president and general manager of 
the Atlanta Hawks. 

When he joined the Hawks’ organization prior to the 1975-76 season, the 
coaching staff and player roster were virtually set for the year. There is no 
doubt about who assumes the responsibility for the major changes 
in the Hawks’ coaching staff and player personnel for the 1976-77 
season — Bud Seretean. 

Accepting responsibility is something Bud has become accustomed to 
during a distinguished career in the business world. Twenty years ago 
Seretean was a founder of a carpet manufacturing company, Coronet 
Industries, in Dalton, Ga. It experienced phenomenal growth and was listed 
on the New York Stock Exchange in 1970. Coronet was rated 35th among the 
country's 1,000 largest manufacturing companies in earnings growth over 
a ten-year period by Fortune magazine prior to its merger with RCA 
Corp. in 1971.

ASSISTANT GENERAL MANAGER 


Bob Kauffman, involved in the game’of basketball for the past couple of 
decades, made another transition last season. He became front office 
executive with a professional team, having been named the Atlanta Hawks’ 
assistant general manager in the fall of 1975 after his active playing 
career had been cut short by an arthritic hip. 

He became one of the few players in pro history to move directly into 
such a high management position. 

Bob, who played with four teams in a seven-season NBA career, brings 
to his administrative job a perspective that better enables him to carry 
out his responsibilities. His duties include developing marketing concepts, 
ticket sales, personnel matters, scouting, the selling of radio and television 
time, working with sponsors in other areas, coordinating office activities 
and generally aiding Hawk president and general manager Bud Seretean. 

A two-time smal! college all-America at Guilford (N. C.) College, Kauffman 
completed his active playing days as a center-forward for the Hawks in 
1974-75. He was obtained by the Hawks from the Buffalo Braves when 
Atlanta got two of New Orleans’ choices in the 1974 expansion draft as 
part of the trade that sent Pete Maravich to the Jazz. 

Bob spent four years in Buffalo, where he established several Braves 
statistical records. Kauffman enjoyed his best season in 1970-71 with a 
20.4 scoring average and participated in the NBA All-Star games in 1971, 
1972 and 1973. A No. 1 college draft selection of Seattle in 1968, he went to 
Chicago the next year and was traded to Philadelphia and then Buffalo 
on May 11, 1970. 

Bob, a 30-year-old native of Scarsdale, N. Y., and his wife, Judy, are the 
parents of three girls: Lara, Carey and Joannah Lynne. 
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Hubie Brown, the first-year head coach of the Hawks, comes to Atlanta 
with a reputation of discipline, organization, teaching ability, an emphasis 
on defense and a positive attitude. 

When Hawk management was searching for a new coach in the spring 
of 1976, they established certain criteria for the man and the job. Brown 
satisfied those standards and was named Hawk coach last May. Now he is 
doing his best to return the Hawks to their once familiar role of NBA 
Playoff contenders. 

Brown, 43, moved to the Hawks after compiling an outstanding record as 
head coach of the Kentucky Colonels and as an assistant with the 
Milwaukee Bucks and at Duke University. 

He guided the Colonels to the 1975 ABA championship by finishing 
the regular season with a 58-26 record, beating the New York Nets ina 
playoff for first place in the Eastern Division, and then defeating Memphis, 
St. Louis and Indiana for the title. Last year Kentucky wound up fourth 
in the ABA with a 46-38 record, downed Indiana in the qualifying round and 
extended Denver to seven games before losing in the playoff semifinals. 

Brown worked with former Niagara University teammate Larry Costello 
at Milwaukee in 1973 and 1974. The Bucks placed first in the NBA's Midwest 
Division in each of those years and possessed one of the best defensive 
averages in the league. While Brown was in charge of defense and recruiting 
at Duke, the Blue Devils went to the National Invitation Tournament 
in 1970 and 1971. 

A native of Hazletown, Pa., Brown earned a bachelor’s degree in economics 
in 1955 and later a masters in education from Niagara. He played 
basketball in the Eastern League for four years and AAU ball while in 
the Army. One of the most highly-regarded basketball clinicians in the 
country, Brown spends much of his off-season lecturing at clinics 
throughout the nation. 

Brown and his wife, Claire (whom he met while in graduate school), 
have four children: Molly, 15; Ginny, 14; Julie, 11; and Brendan, 6. All are 
active sports fans and participants. 

Some of Hubie’s thoughts offer an insight into his philosophy: “Il ama 
positive person... We will be totally prepared...no player will be able to 
say he has worked harder than the staff... ! ama teacher first... 
stars have to lead by execution... team leaders must be good people... 
the discipline factor in my background is real.” 

That's Hubie Brown, the man entrusted with the challenge of coaching 
the Atlanta Hawks. 
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Frank Layden, the head basketball coach at Niagara University for eight 
seasons was named an Atlanta Hawks assistant coach in July of 1976. 

Layden, 44, will concentrate on assisting Brown on the bench and during 
practice sessions, 

Niagara returned to its earlier days of basketball glory under Layden's 
guidance. Before his tenure, Niagara had experienced five consecutive 
losing seasons and had never won a holiday tournament. The Purple Eagles 
were 11-13 in Layden’s first year, 1969, finished 22-7 in 1970 and 119-97 
in his eight campaigns. He won four holiday tourneys during that span. 

Layden also earned other laurels for Niagara, The school made its only 
NCAA appearance in history in 1970 and twice travelled to the National 
Invitation Tournament, in 1972 and 1976. The Purple Eagles advanced 
further than it ever had in the 1972 NIT by notching three straight upsets 
before bowing to Maryland in the finals. 

Among those who played for Layden at Niagara are all-America guard 
Calvin Murphy, now a star in the NBA; swingman Marshall Wingate, 
the leading scorer in the 1972 NIT; guard Al Williams, a little all-America 
(for players under 6-0) in 1972 and 1973; and guard-forward Andy Walker, 
who ended last year as the school’s fourth all-time top scorer. 

Layden, a Brooklyn native, was a college roommate and teammate of 
Brown's in the mid-50's at Niagara. He spent two years in the Army and 
coached high school basketball on Long Island before becoming 
head coach and athletic director at Adelphi-Suffolk College (now Dowling 
College) in 1966. 

In addition to his outstanding coaching record, Layden also is known 
for his keen sense of humor, his talent as an after-dinner speaker and for 
his active involvement in community affairs. A devoted family man, 
Frank and his wife Barbara, have three children: Scott, 18; Michael, 9; 
and Kate, 6.

TRAINER 


Trainer Joe O'Toole is one of the more recognizable personalities in the 
Atlanta Hawks organization. He’s the guy, dressed in his familiar red slacks 
and white shirt, you've seen sitting on the end of the Hawks’ bench for the 
past eight basketball seasons. 

You've seen him writing things on a statistics chart, jumping up to treat 
an injured player, or stomping his feet on the floor when things don’t 
quite go the Hawks’ way. 

No one works harder than Joe, one of the genuine nice guys in sports. 
There are not many facets of the Hawks’ operation in which he is not 
involved. Besides taking care of the club's physical needs, he is also the 
Hawks’ traveling secretary and generally attends to many details that 
otherwise might be overlooked. 

One of the most respected men in the athletic training business, 
O'Toole currently is in his fourth season as chairman of the National 
Basketball Trainers Association. 

Born in Syracuse, N. Y., Joe grew up in the village of Chemung. He came 
to the Hawks from an assistant trainer's job at the University of Wisconsin. 
His qualifications include a bachelor’s degree from Cortland (N.Y.) State, a 
physical therapy certificate from the Mayo Clinic and a master's degree 
from Indiana University, 

O'Toole developed an interest in macrame several years ago and now 
packs an extra suit case with supplies so he can tie projects on 
Hawk road trips.

HAWKS BROADCAST TEAM 


Professionalism and class, those are two terms that describe the Atlanta 
Hawks' broadcasting team of announcer Skip Caray, WTCG Television and 
WSB Radio. The combination is together again for another season 

of beaming Hawk games throughout the Southeast on one of the NBA's 
largest broadcasting networks. 

Caray, a three-time Georgia Broadcaster-of-the-Year, has been the 
Voice of the Hawks since the team moved to Atlanta before the 1968-69 
season. This is his ninth year of entertaining fans with his straight forward, 
easy-going style of delivery. 

Skip had broadcast St. Louis University basketball, University of 
Missouri football and Atlanta Cracker baseball before joining the Hawks. 
He is a member of the Atlanta Braves telecast crew during the 
summer months. 

WTCG, now in its fifth season of anchoring the Hawks telecasts, is 
carrying 25 away games in 1975-76, including for the first time a 
representative sampling from the west coast. All games are shown 
live and in color, many of them in prime time. Outside of WTCG’s regular 
viewing area, Hawk telecasts are available to more than 500,000 additional 
homes in Georgia, Alabama, Florida, South Carolina and Tennessee 
via CATV systems and in North Carolina through sister station 
WRET in Charlotte. 

Each of the four new NBA teams, the Denver Nuggets, New York Nets, 
San Antonio Spurs and Indiana Pacers, along with 14 of the established 
league clubs, are telecast at least once. 

WSB, the only radio outlet the Hawks have ever used in their nine-year 
Atlanta history, is one of the strongest stations in the Southeast. This 
season WSB is carrying 49 Hawk games, including all home contests.
